PART  IV.,  “WATER  CLAUSES  CONSOLI- 
DATION ACT,  1897.” 

(1.)  This  is  to  certify  that  the  “Stave  Lake  Power 
Company,  Limited,”  a specially  incorporated  Company 
within  the  meaning  of  Part  IV.  of  the  “ Water  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,  1897,”  incorporated  on  the  13th 
day  of  September,  1899,  has  submitted  its  undertaking 
to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  for  approval, 
and  that  the  said  undertaking,  as  shown  by  the  docu- 
ments and  plans  filed,  has  been  approved,  and  that 
the  same  is  as  follows : — 

To  erect  a dam  across  the  Stave  River  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  New  Westminster,  about  seven  miles  from  its 
mouth,  at  a suitable  point  above  the  Falls,  through 
which  dam  there  shall  be  a sluice  and  flume  suitable 
and  capable  of  conveying  logs,  timber  and  lumber 
down  the  river  to  a point  below  the  power  house  here- 
inafter mentioned,  and  to  convey  the  water  from  above 
the  said  dam  by  means  of  a Hume  and  pipes  to  the 
site  of  a power  house  to  be  erected  below  the  said 
Falls,  at  which  power  house  the  water  is  to  be  used 
for  the  development  of  power,  and  to  construct  a 
channel  or  channels  or  waste  way  to  convey  the  flood 
water  from  above  the  dam  to  a point  in  the  channel 
of  the  river  below  the  dam.  Also,  to  construct  a dam 
at  the  outlet  of  Stave  Lake  for  the  purpose  of  impound- 
ing the  water  in  the  said  lake  at  high  water,  so  that 
the  same  may  be  used  for  increasing  the  power  at  low 
water,  and  by  means  of  the  said  works  to  use  water 
from  the  said  Stave  River  as  has  been  already  or  may 
hereafter  be  recorded  by  the  said  Company,  not  exceed- 
ing seventy-five  thousand  inches,  for  the  purpose  of 


developing  electrical  power  and  supplying  the  same  to 
any  persons,  companies  or  corporations,  and  at  such 
points  and  for  such  distances  as  it  may  be  found  prac- 
ticable to  transmit  electrical  energy. 

The  purpose  for  which  the  power  is  to  be  developed 
is  the  supplying  of  compressed  air,  electricity  and 
electrical  power  to  customers,  for  the  purposes  for 
which  compressed  air,  electrical  power,  or  any  other 
form  of  developed  power,  may  be  applied  or  required. 
The  electrical  power  to  be  conveyed  to  the  points 
where  it  may  be  required,  is  to  be  by  means  of  a wire 
or  wires  and  poles  following  in  the  line  of  the  Stave 
River  to  Ruskin  Station,  thence  following  in  the  main 
the  direction  of  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company  to  New  Westminster  and  Vancouver 
Cities. 

(2.)  And  this  is  further  to  certify  that  the  Company 
propose  to  begin  their  undertaking  by  commencing  the 
erection  of  the  said  waste  way. 

(3.)  And  this  is  further  to  certify  that  the  amount 
of  capital  of  the  Company,  which  will  be  duly  sub-

This  certificate  is  issued  upon  the  condition  that  all 
tolls  or  rates  to  be  charged  to  consumers  for  power 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council, 
and  may  from  time  to  time  be  altered.

AT  THE  GOVERNMENT  HOUSE  AT  OTTAWA, 
Tuesday,  the  17th  day  of  April,  1900. 
present : 

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
IN  COUNCIL. 

TIT HEREAS  section  22  of  the  Regulations  for  the 
W survey,  administration,  disposal  and  manage- 
ment of  Dominion  Lands  within  the  forty  mile  Belt  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  established  by  Order 
in  Council  of  20th  April,  1885,  provides,  among  other 
things,  for  the  collection  of  one  dollar  per  acre,  for  all 
lands  entered  for  under  the  provisions  of  the  home- 
stead conditions  of  these  Regulations ; and  ' 

Whereas  petitions  and  resolutions  from  settlers  and 
municipal  councils  in  various  localities  throughout  the 
Railway  Belt  have  been  received,  praying  that  said 
section  be  repealed,  and  that  settlers  be  granted  title 
to  their  homesteads  upon  the  ordinary  conditions  as  to 
residence  and  cultivation  as  provided  by  the  Dominion 
Lands  Act  with  regard  to  homestead  lands  in  Manito- 
ba and  the  North-West  Territories.  Such  petitioners 
stating  that  the  charge  of  one  dollar  an  acre  is  most 
exacting  and  burdensome,  that  clearing  land  in  British 
Columbia  is  slow  and  tedious,  and  that  the  building 
and  maintenance  of  roads  add  greatly  to  their  expen- 
ses; and 

Whereas  it  is  now  deemed  advisable  and  in  the  pub- 
lic  interest  that  these  homestead  lands  in  the  Railway 
Belt  should  be  thrown  open  to  settlement  upon  the 
same  conditions  as  lands  of  the  same  class  in  Manitoba 
and  the  North-West  Territories; 

Therefore  His  Excellency,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
the  Queen’s  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  is  pleased  1o 
order  that  all  such  lands  as  before  mentioned  in  the 
Railway  Belt  already  entered  for  and  for  which  pay- 
ment has  not  yet  been  made,  and  all  lands  hereafter 
entered  for  under  the  homestead  provisions  of  the 
Regulations,  shall  not  be  made  subject  to  the  payment 
of  one  dollar  an  acre,  but  that  they  shall  be  treated 
similarly  in  this  respect  to  similar  lands  in  Manitoba 
and  the  North-West  Territories,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by ordered  accordingly. 


And  His  Excellency  is  further  pleased  to  order  that 
subsection  (a)  of  section  22  of  the  said  Regulations, 
established  by  Order  in  Council  of  20th  April,  188.), 
and  subsequent  Orders  in  Council,  and  which  reads  as 


follows : — 

“Section  22.  [a)  At  the  expiration  of  three  years 
“from  the  date  of  his  perfecting  his  homestead  entry, 
“the  settler  or,  in  case  of  his  death,  his  legal  represen- 
tatives, upon  proving  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  local 
“agent  that  lie,  or  they,  or  some  of  them,  have  resided 
“upon  and  cultivated  the  land  during  the  said  term  of 
“three  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  a patent  for  the  land, 
“provided  such  proof  is  accepted  by  the  Commissioner 
“of  Dominion  Lands,  or,  in  his  absence  by  a member 
“ of  the  Land  Board,  and  on  payment  of  one  dollar 
“per  acre  for  the  land;  provided  also  that  the  patent 
“therefor  shall  not  issue  to  any  person  not  then  a sub- 
“jeet  of  Her  Majesty  by  birth  or  naturalization  ” shall 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  “and  on  payment  of  one  dollar  per  acre  for  the 
land”  which  appear  on  the  seventh  and  eighth  lines  of 
the  said  subsection  (a)  of  section  22  of  the  printed 
Regulations  before  mentioned.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal , 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
tnotice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongs  t 
the  records  cf  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
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Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills : — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing 10j  inches  by  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  One 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof.
